AMENDMENT NO. 1.
Shnll Section 1, Article VIII of the
constitution be amended so as to
read as follows?

Every mnale citizen twenty-one

years of nge, possessing the follow-
ing qualifications, shall be entitled
to vote at all elections, subject, how-
ever, to such laws requiring and
regulating the repistration of elec-
tors as the General Assembly may
ennct:

1. He shall have been a citizen of
the United States at least one month,

2. He shall have resided in the
state one year (or, having previously
been a qualified elector or native
born citizen of the state. he shall
have romoved therefrom and re-

turned, then six months), immecdi- |

ately preceding the election.
3. He shall have resided in the
election district where he shall offer

to vote at least two months imme-

diately preceding the election.

4. If twenty-two years of age and

upwards, he shall have paid within
two years a state or county tax.
which shall have been nssessed at
least one month before the election.
AMENDMENT NO. 2.

Shnll Section 7. Article VIII of the
constitution be amended so as to
read as follows?

All laws regulating the holding of
elections by the citizens or for the

registration of electors shall be uni- |

form throughout the state, but laws
regulating and requirig the registra-
tion of electors mny be enacted to
apply to cities only; provided, That
such laws be uniform for cities of the
same class.

AMENDMENT NO. 3.

Shall Section 4, Article VIII, of
the constitution be amended so as to
read as follows?

All elections by the citizens shall
be by ballot or by such other method
as may be prescribed by law; pro-
vided, That secrecy in voting be pre-
served,
